A few days ago we noted that it was determined 


that hereafter the violations of the liquor law. instead of 
being brought to the .justice rourts. would be taken to 
tfce common pleas court. 


The reason for this, it was stated, was because the 


county needed the money, and the township was not in 
such need. 
\Vhile we are certain that those who deter- 


mined this had in mind the enforcement of law and that 
in the course of enforcing the law they felt that the reve- 
nue should go into the county rather than into the town- 
ship, yet it does bring out a serious question which is in 
the minds of many at this time f-onceniinc: the purpose: 
for which the law is used in many cases.

the purpose of the law is not for revenue at all but i-* to ' 
protect society from the sale uf intoxicating liquor. 


Of course, we know that when a man is n,r; i r.-<>rnte<l 


because of his being unable to pay his tine hi< release 
can finally be forced, but even at that, we believe it 'i< 
more effective in restraining him and others from viol-it' 
ing the law than having him pay a fine, which he ,'an 
meet with comparative ease, and really make again in a 
few days. 


We wish that all of the men who are violating the 


law would be arrested and prosecuted under the f'ribbe 
Act. 
Anyone who commits a third offense and is pro«e- 


cuted by the county prosecutor under this law will not b«> 
able to sell liquor for many months to come. 


We know that our city officials and our justices -uv 


all anxious for the enforcement of law. There is a d-nr 
ger on the part of all to forget the purpose of the law in 
its revenue producing power, particularly when the citv 
is the beneficiary and needs the money so badlv 
Tiul 


however badly the city may need it. neither the c-ity nor 
county, nor state, need money bad enough t o permit peo- 
Pjc to violate law for a consideration that is collected in 
the form of a fine.
